That was the declaration of Sen­ 
ator Oscar W. Underwood here to­ 
day. 
Senator Underwood, who arrived 
Tuesday night from Washington, 
is spending a few days in Birming­ 
ham visiting his son and seeing 
some of his close fricada. He will 
be here probably until Saturday 
or Sunday, leaving in time to reach 
Washington for the opening 
of 
Congress next Wednesday. 
Senator Underwood declared he 
did not retire from the senate be­ 
cause he was afraid he could not 
be re-elected, but because he was 
out of line with the trend of the 
times politically and because his 
views did not coincide with those 
of most of his democratic collea­ 
gues. 
; 
He reinterrated his belief that 
A1 Smith, of New York, was the 
best man for the democrats to nom­ 
inate for president and held the 
opinion that the nomination 
of 
Smith meant a democratic presi­ 
dent to succeed Coolidge. 
Despite the fact that he has pur- 
chasAi a beautiful estate in Vir­ 
ginia, near Washington, Senator 
Underwood said he might build a 
new home in Birmingham and that 
he would, at any rate, spend con­ 
siderable part of his time here 
after retiring from the Senate. 
He will be engaged 
time 'in writing his books, which 
he can do better In his Virginia 
home than in Birmingham, but af­ 
ter that he will be mtyh in Bir­ 
mingham. 
Senator 
Underwood 
was in good health, except for a 
slight cough which he contracted 
sometime ago, and looked to be 
many years short of the 64 which 
he has lived. 
He was being greeted by some of 
his friends at his home on High­ 
land avenue and will be kept busy 
answering the calls and receiving 
those who desire to sec him. Wed­ 
nesday at one p. m. he attended thg 
Rotary club, of which he is im 
honorary member. 
Senator Underwood talked free­ 
ly on all questions relating to poli­ 
tics and the trend of the 
times. 
He did not hesitate to express his 
views on the Ku Klux Klan and 
other issues confronting the peo­ 
ple of Alabama and the nation. 
“We have had many organiza­ 
tions similar to the Ku Klux Klan,” 
said Senator Underwood, “and they 
have all died in the course of a 
few years. The klan has seen its 
best days and its influence is now 
on the wane. It may take several 
years to entirely obliterate its in­ 
fluence from politics, but it is no 
longer a controlling factor in poli­ 
tics.
